In response examiner respectfully present that claim 1 1 recites "an array of emitter 
tips formed from the conductive layer" , thus conductive layer 28 of Westphal et al. is formed over the anti-reflection layer and array of 
emitters are formed from the conductive layer as claimed in claim 11 t thus anticipated claimjl 1 & 31.
